Tha trial of L. T. Leach, charged 

with selling moonshine whisky to a 
minor, was held in the County 
Court, Wedneaday, before County 

Judge George Batterton. This was 
the ^rst case to be tried in a local 
court under the recently-enacted 
law giving County Judges power to 
try cases of this character. 

Following the hearing of several 
witnesses, who corroborated the tes- 
timony of the boy. Leach was ad- 
judged^ guilty and sentenced to' pay 
a fine of $200 and to serve a jail 
sentence of forty-five days. Under 
the provisions of the new law. Judge 
Batterton also required him to fur- 
nish a $1,000 peace bond. Leach's 
attorney announced his intention to 
appeal the case to the higher courts.

The 
whisky was found in the boy's pock- 
et when searched by the 
oftcer.

Let us seer Fifty counties in 
Kentucky pay a levy of 60 cents on 

valUAtidtt for schools; 
Joirty counties pay 40 centa or more; 
twenty^ ebvatlea pay 80 cents or 
more; four counties are not report- 
ed, and the remaining six counties 
pay leda than SO cents on the |100. 
Bourbon Is one of the six, paying as 
she does, 25 cents on the $100 of 
valuation. 

It might be interesting to know 
that Fayette pays 60 cents for 
county schools; Scott Piqris ^0 cents; 
Harrison pajrs 40 bents; Nicholas 
pays 30 centidi Moatgomerj^ pays 
35 cents; and CUfk I^ya 30 cents. 
These are bordering counties. Let 
us look at some other counties in 
the Blue Grass which Bourbon 
should compare favorably in every 
way: Woodford pays 44 cents for 
county schools; Madison pays 40 
cents on the $100 valuation. 

Money appropriated for eommon 
school education is not and cannot 
be copsidered as an ezpenae; it is 
an taieilMeat.

The papers in a juumber of the 
suits have been prepared and await 
only the approval of General Coun- 
sel Aaron Sapiro. of the Association, 
be pressed in the oourt8» aooordlBir 
to the statement. 

Many inquiries are being reoeired 
at the offices of the Association for 
information aa to its methods ot 
marketing tobacco and the results 
achieved under the new system, as 
compared with the old auction sys- 
tem. Reports from a nmnbor of 
counties in which the receiving 
plants of the Association have clos- 
ed for the seasMi sb^ a warehouse 
expense of about 18 cents a hundred 
pounds for the tobacco handled, 
while under the old ^Fsfesas ' the 
charge for warehousing alone was 
not less than 25 cents a hundred 
and ranged from that up to 80 ^ita 
a hundred in most of the war^ouses 
of the Burley District. 

Among the States from which in- 
quiries as to the operation of the 
new tobacco co-operative have been 
received are California, Arizona, 
Connecticut, North Carolina, Wis- 
consin, New York, Ohio, Indiana. 
West Virginia, Tennessee, as well as 
from growers in Kentucky, who did 
not sign the contract last fall, but 
who are joining the Association by 
hundreds this year from almost 
every county in tho distrlot, as 
shown by the records Of the Pteld 
Service Division.
